Subject of Debate ~ 

The working of the Dairen ser- 
vice by foreign ships is often made 
an object df debate in Japan. The 
Forolgn Office sent o notice to the 
diplomatic and: consular representa- 
tives in Japan in August, 1906, con- 
cerning the steamship service betweon 
Japan Proper and the 
Leased Territory that, although the 
territory came under the control of 
Japan, the coast marine service law 
would not be adopted for the Dairen 
service. At the inquiry mado by the 
British Ambassador in April, 2915. 
concerning the same subject, the 
Ministry of Communications replied 
that any services between Japan 
Proper and such territories as Korea, 
Formosa, Kuantung, Karafuto and 
South Sens were recognised as 
coast services ‘by the Government 
and the working of these by, forcign 
shina should be prohibited. 

When o Penlnsular and , Oriental 
Steamship Company’s 
to forward 66 tons of wheat flour from 
Yokohama for Dairen in October, 
1027, it was made the target of cri- 
ticiams by Jananese shipowners as an 
“intrusion” of a foreign merchant- 
man in home waters. The matter 
was settled as oa Japnnese steamer

BRITISH N: BORNEO. 
AND ITS TRADE 


DESPITE SLUMP IN RUBBER A 
YEAR. OF GENERAL PROSPERITY 


VAST JUNGLE 

Some figures concerning the trade 
of North Borneo were mentioned at 
the annual meeting of the North 
Borneo Chamber * of Commerce held 
in Sandakan recently, and they are 
specially interesting when ‘it is re- 
membered ‘that North Borneo up to 
1877, when it was acquired by pur- 
chase from the Sultans of Brune! and 
Sulu, was practically terra incognita 
—a vast jungle teeming with wild 
animals and fringed by a sparse but 
extremely savage population, whose 
special object in life was not work 
but the acquisition of other peoples’ 
heads. 

Thanks to tho administrative skill 
and great patience of the British 
North Borneo Co., which was incor- 
porated by Royal Charter in 1881 to 
develop the territory, a wonderful 
change “has come over the scene. 
Tens of thousands of acres .are ‘pro- 
ducing rubber, rice, coconuts, sago, 
tobacco and other produce, the forests 
are yielding some of the finest timber 
the world knows, and there aro many 
other developments in which a pease- 
ful people arc sharing with resultant 
prosperity to themselves. For their 
produce oxported in 1928 there was 
a return of no less than $13,044,843. 
It is true that this is nearly $4,000,- 
000 less than the year before, but the 
decrease ix easily' accounted for by 
the slump in the value of rubber, a 
product which holds the predominat- 
ing position on the agricultural side. 
On the other hand, the State imports 
were valued at $10,057,800, or some 
$400,000 less than in 1927; this re- 
flecting in a small measure the re- 
duced purchnsing power 
from the depression in the rubber 
market, The prosperity indicator of 
‘any country is gauged by the rela- 
tion: which exports bear to imports, 
Reduced to a percentage basis, the 
balance of trade in favour of exports 
in 1928 was 35 per cent.—in: other 
worms, for every $100 oxpended on 
imports last year, $135 worth of mer- 
chandise was exported; a figure which 
js by no :means unsatisfactory. 
Copra exports during 1928, smount- 
ing to 5,986 tons, were substantially 
in exeess of the preceding year's 
figure of 3,222 tons and reasonably 
satisfactory prices were obtained. 
Cutch exports were on practically the 
same level with slightly higher prices 
ruling. The timber industry continu- 
ed to expand at a satisfactory rate 
and oxports in 1928 reached a record 
level at 68,600 tons,” with satisfac- 
tory prices, Orr the whole North 
Borneo has every reason to be pleas- 
ed with the results of its efforts in 
a year that was fraught with diffi- 
culty for its important plantation in- 
dustry,

been responsible for a steady de- 
crease in rent. During the past 
four or five years’ office and shop 
rentals have fallen considerably, 
and even in the central part of the’ 
City to-day, there is no lack of 
offices or shops to let. However low 
office and shop rent may be, this 
will not tend to make commerce any 
more prosperous or flourishing. It 
seems hardly logical: for business 
men to suggest rent control as a 
panacea. for the abominable state 
of trade, as rent after all is only 
one (and not the principal one) of 
the items of overhead’ expenses; it 
would be just as  reagson- 
able to advocate the ‘con- 
trol of other items such 
as rates of interest, valaries and 
wages, prices of food aud necesai- 
ties, or even the regulating of the 
It was un- 
animously agreed that any re- 
enactment of rent restriction legis- 
lation would not only tend to re- 
tard the commercial progress of the 
Colony, but would also greatly 
diminish the value of Hong Kong 
as a sound stable centre for the in- 
vestment of capital, 
Congested Areas . 

The complaint of high (not 
necessarily excessive) rent is justi- 
fied perhaps in respect of the con- 
geated urea situated in the central 
part of Victoria and the European 
type of residential buildings in or 
adjacent to the principal business 
centre, Apart from these, the 
rental of domestic dwelling houses 
in the Colony is low at the present 
time; in fact, the renta in some 
districts have decreased by. from 
80 to 50 per cent. since the end of 
the property boom, early in 1924. 
Outside the congested area the num- 
ber of empty houses has been 
gradually Increasing and landlords 
are far from having it all their 

wo way, During the past year 
oY 80, especially at the time of the 
water shortage, there wus a con- 
)siderable exodus from Hong Kong 
te the suburbs of Kowloon, but in 
all suburban or rural districts the 
supply of houses just now exceeds 
the dechand, and in many cases the 


problem, - then, ,{s to Increase the 
supply. The re-enactment of the 
Rents Restriction Ordinance would 
certainly not help to increase the | 
supply of houses in the congested 
area—the cnly district where the 
position. is acute for the simple 
reasom that. there is no more land 
in that’area on which to build; on 
the contrary, such re-enactment 
would have a most detrimental 
effect. The source of supply ia 
greatly dependent upon the capital 
brought: into this Colony by those 
who seek a safo and profitable in- 
vestment, and there is no gaih- 
saying the fact that any restriction 
of renta or undue interference with 
the ordinary rights of ownership 
would deter the investor, particu- 
larly the Chinese investor, from 
putting his monay in property here, 
The atmosphere of doubt, unstable: 
ness, and ‘Insecurity which. such 
restriction would create would also 
be fatal In other respects to the 
iutereats of: the Colony. 
Longer Notice to Quit? 

Recently a suggestion has been 
made that the law should be alter- 
ed to provide for a longer period 
than one month when a landlord 
gives his tenant notice to quit. 
This law has been in practice hero 
uninterruptedly for nearly ninety 


yeara, and the suggestion that It]. 


should now be altered is a novel 
one. Such alteration would ob- 
viously be of advantage to a tenant 
over his unreasonable and rapacious 
landlord, but there is of course an- 
other side to the question. Would 
the new Jaw at the sanie time pro- 
tect the patient and accommodating 
landlord from the slippery and dis- 
honest tenant who subtly and 
silently ‘removes hia furniture and 
belongings without paying ‘the 
rent? Unfortunately this class’ of 
tenant is to be foundgin increasing 
numbers of late. 


The-conclusion arrived at by the 
meeting was that no legislation can }-

‘This epoch-making enterprise of 
the N.Y.K. Line is, however, not at

Rapid Expansion 

Soon after Ita formation, the Com- 
pany, while maintaining the sorvices 
originally inaugurated by its, pre- 
decessors, opened new lines to Korea, 
North China and Vladivostok. In 
1891, it started a sorvice to Manila, 
and, in the following year, the Japan- 
Bombay lina was opened, the first 
regulary Japanese steamship service 
with o far oversea country. é 

In ‘1806, the year directly after the 
termination of the Japan-China War, 
the inauguration of three trunk lines 
of combined passenger and freight 
service to London, Seattle and Aus- 
tralia was effected. In the . same 
year, for the purpose’ of expansion, 
the Company's capital was Incroased 
to Yen 22,000,000, and more than 12 
new steamers’ were built both at 
home and abroad, with the result 
that, by the end of September of 
that yenr, the N.Y.K. owned and 
operated 64 steamers of about‘100,000 
gross tons, 

The decade from 1895 to 1905 was 
romarkable for a rapid and general 
expansion. of the. foreign trade of 
Japan, and, in furthering this expan- 


and efficient auxiliary than © the 
N.Y.K., the prosperity of which has 
kept oven pace with Japan's growth 
as a factor in international com- 
merce, The growth of the N.Y.K.

“TRE CHINA 


DUBLIN AS A FREE. 
" PORT OF CALL" 


HARBOUR ENGINEER'S VIEWS 
AND CLAIMS 


DOING AWAY WITH DELAYS 

The development of a tree port at 
Dublin has been dealt with by Mr. 
Joseph Mallagh, Engincer-in-Chief to 
the Port and Docks Board,~ 

The advantages of such a port, he 
Points out, would be to do away with 
the delays duc to the. present system 
of Customs entry and clearance of 
ships and cargoes; the equalisation of 
incoming and outgoing cargoes, with 
consequential lowering of freight 
charges; greater concentration of 
work and expedition {n handling 
cargoes and storage, 

Tho more economic handling of 
trafic would give an impetus produc- 
tion, with benefit to shippers, con- 
signees, and consumers. Interest on 
large sums of money would be ‘saved 
by avoiding the tying-up of funds for 
Custonis dutics whilst goods are held 
in warehouses. The growth of export- 
ing firms would be encouraged by en- 
abling them to hold goods for certain 
periods without payment of duty. 

Mr. Mallagh urges that the Trish, 
Free State Government should direct’ 
its Tariff? Commission to Inquire into 
the feasibility of a free port, and he 
suggests that the present Commis- 
sion, constituted by three civil ser- 
vants of the Free State Government, 
should be strengthened by the inclu- 
sion of business and shipping repre- 
sentatives for the purpose of such an 
inquiry, 

A free port, he urges, may become 
Q means of fostering a successful 
foreign trade, and attention, -ha con- 
siders, should he given to this under- 
lying idea. The problem would be, as 
regards Dublin for instance, how to 
alter present conditions as to make 
the port increasingly attractive to the 
grent interests represented by ship- 
owners, importers, and producets, the 
three interests that Influence the de- 
velopment of every port. 

Loading and Unloading 

It jis necessary that the port 
authorities should provide efficlent 
loading and unloading equipment. 
There should be convgnient and ample 
storage on quays adjacent to where 
ships are berthed, and coupled with 
these conditions is the further essen- 
tlal that there should be shiprepairing 
facilities, ' 

A free port would tend to provide 

all these conditions. In such a port 
there would be no red tape regulations 
that would cause delay to a vessel. 
Work on cargo could begin at any 
time, day or night, after a vessol is 
berthed. The effect of such quick 
handling would be to enablo lower 
freights to be charged to Dublin than 
to other Irish or in fact British ports, 
such as Belfast or Liverpool or Glas- 
gow, 
In the ease of dutiable goods, the 
merchant would have full authority 
over them, He could sample, or blend, 
or repack without restriction and at 
reduced costs, The goods could bo 
warchoused until markets were con- 
sidered - more favourable, and then 
ass them through the Customs for 
ome consumption, or re-export them 
to foreign countries. The free port 
would provide a distributing centre for 
Inward consignments and a concentra 
tion point for outward cargoes, 

It is hoped that the long-expected 
report of the Ports and Harbours: 
Tribunal will deal with tho question of 
a free port'in Southern Ireland,

ELIGION and the State, view- 
ing with alarm the divine, 
explosive, and anarchic thing called 
Love, have always done what. they 
could, In the interests of socfety and 
the family, to tame and domesticate 
it, They try to bind it by command- 
ments, laws, regulations, oaths, and 
the weight of public opinion as ‘we 
bind tha dangerous forces of thun- 
der and lightning to drive our 
Bakerloos and light our Londons and 
Manchesters. : 

But actually Church and State do 
not bind love, for love cannot be 
coerced, What they do fs to bind 
together married men and women 
whether they love or not. 

They are largely suecesaful in 
thia, cither because the bonds are 
unneceasary—that is, because the 
parties love edch other and are will- 
ing to be bound—or because the 
parties, though unwilling to de 
bound, are afraid or unable to break 
the bonds. 3 

Their success Is rather lke that 
of the man who fishes for minnows 
with a tennis-net. If he catches 
any, it will bo elther ‘because the 
minnows have been caught between 
two strings of the net and are too 
frightened or too stupid to wriggle 
out, or because the minnows them- 
uelves approve of minnow-fishing 
and do their best to co-operate. .

If the 
palr have ceased to.love in any sense 
o” the word, I wee no reason, divine 
or human, and least of all divine, 
why they: should not be allowed to 
go their ways and form other 
alliances, 

_ But in the case of the marriage 
which has created a family the pro- 
blem is more complicated, though 
less likely to arise. It {s less likely 
to arlse becauae:love has now ceased 
to be confined ta two people and has 
spread itself. among the children. 
A soclety based upon love has been 
formed which has a strength and 
cohesion of its own. | - 

And the problem has become more 
complicated ‘because the separation 
of the pair wold now affect not only 
themeelyes but algo the spiritual and 
physical welfare of each member of 
the family.

Raninants Of Western Civilization Found 


BEAUTIFUL FIGURES 


Mr. R. d’Auxion de Ruffe recently delivered a brief but’ ‘most Credits, 


interesting talk to the China Society of Science and Arts on the 
subject of “Ancient Chinese Tomb Pottery,” demonstrating various 
points with several specimens from his collection of antiques. With 
the worship of the dead as an ancient custom of the human race, 
figures have been found in tombs in various parts of the world, and 
though in Egypt and Chaldea they have been found to be some 40 
or 50 centuries old, those in China date at the earliest from the 
second century B.C., and it was only recently that they had been 
found. The Han Dynasty bronze vases ald not come from graves, 


COUNTRYSIDE GRAVES . 


While tribes in other parts of the 
country appeared to have deen 
wanderers and not definitely settled 
peoples, the original Chinese scemed 


.[to be those settled along the banks 


of the Yellow River, and it was there 
that these figures have originated. 
With frequent inundations of the 
countryside graves had been washed 
awny, and the figures placed therein 
buried In the mud, only to be un- 


earthed‘ at rare intervals until the’ 


present century when the march of 
civilization had caused = many 
hitherto untouched graves to be torn 
down. The building of the railway 
line in the vicinity of the Yellow 
River brought to light these figures, 
{n the shape of men, women, horses, 
dogs, carts, the representation in 
fact of anything the dead might 
necd in the next world oven to a 
model of a house. 
Occidental Influence ~ 

The history of China was vague 
prior to the 6th century, but the 
figures from the 4th to the 8th 
centuries showed an extraordinary 
occidental influence. Buddhism had 
been on ‘the wane before the birth 
of Christ, but from the 4th century 
missionary priests had been forth, 
and aon influx of {deas, as well as 
people of the Scythian and Aryan 
types, commenced, This kept on 
until the 14th or 16th centuries, 
but the effect of these peoplea re- 
mained. One of the figures on ex. 


hibition conformed perfectly with: 


the definition in the British Ency- 
clopaedia of the appearance of. a 
Scythian, belted tunic, trousers 
tucked into soft leather boots and 
peaked cap all coinciding. . 

The Jewish influence was alsa to 
be seen in the figures found, There 
were many Jews who wandered 
into China, ‘and even at present 
there is left « remnant of this in 
Kalfeng, where some 1,500 to 2,000 
inhabitants still’ preserve a shadow 
of the Jewish civillsation. The 
Jews penetrated og far os the Yellow 
River, and many, of the figures 
were unmistakably of the Semitic 
type. A pedlar, carrying on the 
back a pack containing, presumably, 
wares for sale or barber, and with 
a pointed cap on his head, was one 
of M. de Ruffe’s exhtbits. 

Types of Figures 

As it was considered necessary to 
bury in 9 man’s grave things neces- 
sary for his life in the next world, 
figures. of his wives were included. 
In some other’ parts of the world 
a man’s wife had to follow her lord 
and master to the grave but, in 
China as M, de Ruffe said, the wife, 
had probably more to say regarding 
herself, and a figure representing 
her was all that waa necessary to 
follow the husband to the tomb. 

Some of the figures were -really 
beautiful, especially those of 
horses. Materials usdd, however, 
too often rendered the figures most 
fragile, ‘and the best figures ap- 
peared tobe the most breakable; 
with the result that it was not ad- 
visable to move them around in 
travel too much. The earlier figures 
were darker in colour than the more 
vecent, Another type.showed .a 
peculiar ‘silvery glaze, resulting 
from direct contact with the, earth 


and me form of oxidization, when | 


a graye mound had collapsed... This 
glaze' was rare, and was not found 
later ‘than the 8th ‘centrry.. ‘

the genuine. Gum, earth, lquids 
and alum all entered into the pro- 
cesses used, which might probably 
need several months to execute, 
These wera worth-while at one time 
to dealers, as, when the figures 
were something new, a price of 650 
guineas had been bid at Christie’s 
in London for one of them. Tests 
with pen-knife and boiling water 
were described by the lecturer as 
being first-class means of identify- 
ing fakes. 

Mr. A, de C. Sowerby added an 
interesting aspect to the lecture 
when he remarked upon a figure 
shaped somewhat like a rhinoceros, 
He said that 
Dr. Roy Chapman Andrews and 
Dr. Anderson had proved that 
animals of this type had undoubt- 
edly existed in Mongolia ‘during 
comparatively recent time, during 
human inhabitation of the district, 
and that the’ figure-makers had un- 
doubtedly had some legend to fol- 
low in making them. It could only 
have been legend as the horns of 
the rhinoceros (probably a titano- 
therium) were placed upon its neck, 
instead of the correct ‘position on 
its snout, 

Mr, Sowerby announced ‘that the 
next lecture would be given on 
December 13 by Mr. E. 8. Wilkin- 
son on “Birds of Shanghai Gar- 
dens.” Mr, Wilkinson haa been at 
work for some time past on a book 
dealing with this particular sub- 
ject, which will be published this 


month. One of the best artists’

In 
fact, the north-western rebels loat 
thelr best troops at. Tengfeng, 
Linyue and Loyang while the rem- 
nanta of their unita fied and acat- 
tered everywhere. with the Na- 
tional troops. hot on thelr heels. 
Furthermore, General - Yen Het- 
shan has despatched troops to 
Shens! and Kaneu to intercept tho 
rear of the enemy, and conse- 
quently the north-western trouble 
is predicted to end within one 
month. The elimination of Feng’s 
troops may be regarded no long: 
er as a question of doubt. 
COUNTRY’S POVERTY 

With respect to the attitude of 
Genera’ Yen Hal-shan, whom Gen- 
eral Ho had personally Interview- 
ed in Shansi, the former expreas- 
ed the view that, owing to the 
poverty of the country and diplo- 
matic difficulties, all parties 
should unite together and support 
the Central Government. 

In regard to the north-west re: 
volt, Yen believed in uprooting the 
trouble, and regarded Feng as the 
person chiefly guilty for the dis- 
astrous state in the north-west, 

Since the northern revolt, Feng 
Yu-hslang had completely lost hia 
freedom In Shansi. This was the 
principal reason that Feng could 
not go to the front to direct his 
army personally, his absence be- 
ing the main factor contributing 
to its dofeat in so short ao timo. 
Hereafter, the only question ‘left 
was to rehabilitate the north-west- 
ern region, in other words, to sup- 
ply the people with food and to 
relieve the famine conditions 
there. ; 

HIS DUTY TO CANTON 

General Ho said that he came to 
Canton under the order of the Cen- 
tral Government to direct the 
forces against Chang Fa-kuei and 
the Kwangsi clique who have op- 
posed the order for the re-organi- 
sation and disbandment of troops. 
Their opposition indicated clearly 
an ambitious design—a desire to 
keep: their troops for individual 
aggrandizement, and not for the 
benefit of the country. In order 
to. save the country, the re-organi- 
sation and disbandment scheme 
must be first put into action, and 
following this, the unilateral 
treaties between China and ‘the 
imperialists must be abolished. 

SPHERES OF INFLUENCE 


The men of the revolution must 
always be prepared for sacrifice, 
and not for private motives. “The 
National soldiers have no wish to 
establish spheres of influence,” de- 
elared General Ho. : 

“This was demonstrated when 
the 8rd and 8th Divisions came to 
Kwangtung not long ago to parti- 
eipate in the war against the 
Kwangsi insurgents, and on the 
completion of their mission, they 
were transferred back to Nanking 
and Hankow—they are now being 
sent again to Canton while Gen- 
eral Shek Yiu-san, the Chairman 
of Anhwei, will also arrive ‘with 
his troops within this week. 
Thus, it will be observed that all 
Natfonal troops must comply with 
the instructions of the Central 
Government to go to whatever 
place they are directed.”

SUDDEN CHANGE OF. POLICY 
Rankow, Earlier. 

Contrary to, expectations Liu 
Shih is remaining in North-East 
Hupeh, and troops in that region 
who had concentrated at Fancheng 
for despatch to Kwangtung have 
also been ordered to remain. The 
reason for thia sudden change of 
policy is not ascertainable, but it 
is beliaved that the Kuominchun in 
South Shensi are again making 
suspicious moves, despite the re- 
cent armistice. . 

If is also reported this evening 
that skirmishes have broken out 
again on the Lunghai front, where 
the Kuominchun commanders re- 
sent any further westward advance 
of the Government armies. Re- 
newed activity is in ovidence. 
Headquarters here and a nurfiber 
of the stuff recently granted leave 
are now being recalled to their 
duties. 

Despatches from Honan declare 
that Government forces continue 
pushing westward, and haye now 
occupied Shanchow and Lingpao. 
It ja stated that a concerted push 
will be started to Tunkwan within 
a week, 

Meanwhile, troops are passing 
through here continually on route 
to Nanking, and a special poli- 


tica) staff, who have so far been. 


maintained at Wuhan, are also 
golng to the capital. All units of 
the First and Second Divistons 
have now’ arrived here, and are 
relieving the Whampon cadets from 
garrison duties. 

The first batch .of this latter 
organisation went down river yes- 
terday.

PUKOW. AFFAIR 
‘Shanghai, Yesterday.

The Princo of Wales took part 
in one of the final test flights of 
the huge Fairey-Napier long range 
Aeroplane, in which two R.A.F, 
officers, Squadron-Leader Jones 
Williams, and Flying-Officer Jen- 
kins, are to attempt this month to 
create a new long distance record.

: Attacking A U.S. 
Preserve 
London, Nov. 5. 

Leaders of the .motor industry 
were rather disappointed at tho

Canada, as a market for cars, is 
now an American preserve, although 
many Canadians would choose Bri- 
tish cars if prices weré at all com- 
parable. We cannot expect Canada 
to allow British cars in duty-free 
entlrely, but she might give frae 
entry to engine units or. chassis, 
which would be assembled and finish- 
ed by Canadian labour and with 
Canadian material.

MOTOR LAWS 


New Regulations At 
Home 


During the war (writes a corres- 
pondent) I was vastly intrigued by 
the sight of a confidential map of 
London which ‘bore a series of 
mysterious red dots. These mark- 
ed the places’ where the German 
Zepps und Gothas had planted their 
presents upon the citizens of Lon- 
don, This week I have seen a map 
very similar in conception, “The 
main point of difference is that it is 
embellished by many more dotd 
than the others, 

The chart to ‘which 1 make re- 
ference is to be seen at Scotland 
Yard and it is covered .with death 
dots in varions colours, blue if a 
motor-car or cycle was concerned, 


black for a tram-car, green for a r 


cab, red for an omnibus, and so on, 
for - London's traM e takes a far 
greater toll of life than that ever 
contemplated by the Germans, 

One very large map is an eight- 
years record of death dots to give 
the authorities still further guid- 
ance to the death: traps... This re- 
cord proves that the deadliest place 
in the country of London is High 
“Street, Camden Town, where, at ao 
point Just above the Cobden statue, 
17 lives have been sacrificed. 

The Ange! at Islington has a re- 
cord nedrly as black. More than 
70 deaths are spread along Com- 
mercial Road. 

: Death Trap 

There are frequent death traps 
also in Whitechape] Road, Mile End 
Rond, Vauxhall Bridge -Road, Old, 
Kent Road and Oxford Street. 

The lesson of the maps is that 
the acoidents occur where the 
traffic is heaviest and most congest- 
ed, and not in places where it is 
fastest. By the exhibition of more 
“Please Croas here” notices, by re- 
arrangements of  stopping-places 
for omnibuses or trams, by the pro- 
vision of more refuges and improv- 
ed plans for controlling traffic, it 
is hoped to reduce the toll of life 
in all these places. 

In several places rotary traffic ia 
still regarded as experimental, but 
it bears the test of figures well. 
‘The number of fatal accidents has 
been reduced in the centres where 
roundabout traffic is in operation. 
The deaths are down ao far by 
about ten a year. That is consider- 
ed to outweigh a slight increase in 

. people injured. U 

The officia! view is that the in- 
creased pace of the traffic at these 
Places is teaching the public to be 
more careful. Londoners in the 
main have their own carelessness to 
thank for the Increase in road 
tragedies. 

Busy But Safe 

The Ministr, of Transport does 
not accept the view that as motor 
vehicles increase in number a cor- 
responding increase in accidents is 
Inevitable. One of the safest spots 
in the busy parts of London is Hyde | 

* Park Corner, where, on a busy day 
about 72,000 vehicles pass in twelve 
hours. “Yet In three years not one 
Person has been injured fatally,

DEATH AT WHEEL 


Conductor. Averts 
Crash 


A ‘bus conductor's presence of 
mind in stopping his ’bus when the 
driver collapsed was commended by 
the Cheam (Surrey) Coroner (Mr. 
F. J, Nightingale) at an inquest 
on the driver, William Penn, aged 
51, of*Earlsfield, London, S.W. 

The conductor, Richard Chincy, 
of Merton Park, said that Penn had 
complained of not feeling wall befora 
the "bus wtarted. While he was 
collecting fares in| London Road, 
North Cheam, he noticed the ‘bus 
slow up and veer to the offside of 
the road, He: jumped off, ran to 
the front, and applied the brakes. 
Penn had collapsed in his cab. 

Dr. Greene said that death was due 
to fatty degeneration of the heart, 
which was a difficult condition to 
diagnose, and might cause death at 
any moment. :

The fact that'one person was in 
fault would not dispense another 


person from the duty of" oxercising: 


ordinary care, but if the defendant 
could, by, the exercise of ordinary 
care and diligence, have avoided the 
accident, the plaintiffs negligence 
would not excuse the defendant. 
There might be circumstances in 
which it was true to say that what 
was complained of was the result of 
the simultaneous and combined ne- 
gligence of ‘plaintiff and defend- 
ant. 
“No Fault of Both 

“We learn in the nursery,” said 
Lord Hewart, “thet if two children 
spiJl the jam‘ by something which 
they are both doing the governess 
may say with perfect truth, “This 
‘is the fault of both of.you. You, 
John, and you, Mary, are both to 
blame, and you are naughty chil- 
dren’.” 

The word ‘“contributory” which 
had been used in the case, was one 
of the most misleading: expressions 
known to the common Jaw. It waa 
misleading because, when it was 
used in this kind of context, it meant 
something different from what it 
meant in the ordinary parlance of 
life. 

“You can imagine,” * sid Lord 
Hewart,,. “the misleading conse- 
quences of using that word ‘contri- 
butory’ about negligence when the 
law is, and common-sense is, that it 
does not matter if.a man was negli- 
gent unless it is true to say that but 
for the negligence. the accident 
would not have happened.”

.A Guy 30 ewt. “ON” type lorry, 
loaded with 300 gallona of petrol, 
jrecently left Melbourne for a 376 
miles journey to Mildura. Its total 
laden weight was just over 8 tons 
10 ewfs. It arrived at Ballarat (77 
miles) at 9 p.m,-on the uame day, 
but the actual running time was only 
4% hours. 

‘vhis section is rather hilly, but 
sthe truck proved to be an excellent 
camber, third gear ‘being only used 
tnree times ind second gear once. 
The maximum speed was 20 miles 
per hour, with an average through- 
out the journey of 17 mp.h. At 
6.30 a.m, the following morning the 
journey wa continued for 96 miles, 
| when o stoppage was made through 
shortage of petrol. Replenishing, 
the journey was continued, and 
Avoca was reached at 9.15 am. 
After a stay of a quarter of an hour. 


the journey was made to St. |, 


Arnaud (161 miles). The road from 1 
Ballarat was dry ond in places the 
surface was very bad. All hills 
were taken on top, third gear being 
only used once, and then over a very 
uneven stretch. The day’s journey 
was completed at Lascelles. After 
leaving Donald the road traversed 
was unformed practically the whole 
of the distance to Woomolany (249 
miles) and at times bad patches of, 
drift sand were traversed. 

The journey was resumed the next 
morning at 8 o'clock, and from this 
time on was full of excitement. | 
Sand, bad, pot-holes, deep ruts, etc., 
were encountered, but the GUY 
surmounted all obstacles with gur- 
prising ease. From Quyon (299 
miles) it was necessary at times to 
deviate from roads in course of re- 
newal and travel through the virgin 
Mallee. One auch detour of 114 
miles was so bad with deep, loose 
sand that third gear was used the 
whole.of the distance. During this 
stage a private car was found badly 
bogged, but the GUY extricated it 
from its predicament and continued 
the journey. Mildura was reached 
at 3 p.m. 

A remarkable feature about the 
whole journey was the fact that not 
one drop of water was added to the 
radiator, and the water level proved 
to be the same at the end of the 
journey. The average speed 
throughout the whole of the journey 
waz 18,3 miles per hour, and the 
petrol consumption worked out at an

CHINESE _FISHMONGERS’ 
ELUSIVE ASSETS 


. FIRM. SINKS WITH JUNK 


At the Bankruptcy Court this 
morning before the Chief Justice, 
Sir Henry Gollan, the Official Re- 
ceiver, Mr. E. L. Agassiz, applied 
for an adjudication order in the 
mutter of John Valentine ~ Dodd, 
formerly Chief Interpreter of the 
Supreme Court. 

In making the application Mr. 
‘Agassiz said that he had originally 
;applied for a receiving order 
‘against the debtor, whose Jiabili- 
ties were large and his only’ asset 
being his salary. Mr. Dodd had 
‘since the last’ proceedings worked 
jfor Mr. J. M. Remedios, Solicitor, 
He is now in 
Shameen where he had obtained an- 
other employment, a permanent one, 
and his employers had consented 
to contribute $80 a month toward 
liquidating Mr, Dodd’s liabilities as 
long he remained in their employ. 

Application Granted 

Under the circumstances, Mr. 
Agassiz thought that it would be 
best to apply for adjudication order, 
since Mr. Dodd was out of the juri- 
sidiction of the Court and also 
that no execution order could be 
levied against him. The applica- 
tion wags granted. 

In the matter of the Hing Loong 
firm, Mr. Agassiz made ao similar 
application. Mr. F. H. Loseby was 
present in Court on behalf of a pe- 
titioning creditor, Adjudication 
order was granted. 

The Kwan Loong 

In the matter of the Kwan Loong 
Knitting firm and Au Wing, manag- 
ing partner thereof, Mr. F. H. 
Loseby, on behalf of a petitioning 
creditor, applied for a hearing. 

Mr. Loseby safd that the debtor 
firm carried on business in the 
Colony and had borrowed $661.78 
from his client. On October 31, 
his client received a letter from 
Au Wing stating that the firm had 
suspended payment, and he was 
therefore asking from the Court a 
receiving order against the firm. 

Money Owing 

The petitioning credition, Chan 
Fung, gave evidence of the money 
owing to him by the debtor firm. 
Questioned by the Official Receiver, 
he admitted that Au Wing had sup- 
plied him with the information 
which he had embodied in his 
affidavit showing the assets of the 
debtor firm.
